THE HARRISON COMPROMISE. 


If Senator Harrison’s compromise bonus bill could 
be considered as an isolated phenomenon, it might 
be possible to regard it with complacency, if not with 
enthusiasm. One of its purposes is to head off the 
Patman measure for immediate payment of the bonus, 
which has already passed the House. The Patman 
measure provides for payment by the crude and dan- 
gerous method of issuing two Dillion dollars in fiat 
currency. That might well be the beginning of an 
inflationary movement which would end in destroy- 
ing the value of our currency. Assuming the Harri- 
son bill is needed to prevent possible passage of the 
Patman bill over the President’s veto, it has unde- 
niable virtue. 

Another obvious purpose of the Harrison bill is to 
remove the bonus as an issue in the forthcoming 
general election of 1936. This it would do, but only 
an incurable optimist can believe that the agitation 
for veterans’ benefits would thereby be ended. Pas- 
sage of the. Harrison bill would correctly be inter- 
preted by veterans as a victory and as an encour- 
agement to press forward to other and greater con- 
quests. The history of payments to veterans follow- 
ing the World War duplicates the history of such 
payments following other wars in which the United 
States has been engaged. Here is the sequence: 
Pensions are paid, with the utmost approval of 
everyone, to those disabled by war service, either 
from wounds or illness; next to veterans suffering 
from disability, whether incurred in war service or 
not; next, to veterans in need; finally, to all men 
who served. 

The Wilson administration was fully aware of this 
sequence and strove to circumvent it in various 
ways, principally by issuance of war risk ingur- 
ance policies, $10,000 maximum, at a low premium 
These policies were made convertible after 
the war. In addition, hundreds of millions were 
spent in vocational rehabilitation. Yet the war had 
hardly ended when the traditional drive upon the 
Treasury had begun. 

During the 1920s, the principle that the Govern- 
ment is obligated only to those men who were killed 
or disabled in service, or their dependents, was com- 
pletely scrapped. Laws were passed granting com- 
pensation to men whose illness or injuries occurred 
long after the war, but were “presumed” to be of 
war origin. This presumption in most cases lacked 
medical confirmation. Later, even presumption of 
war connection was dropped and men were paid pen- 
sions for disabilities of no conceivable relation to war

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CO-ORDINATING TRANSPORTATION. 

The first of the transportation co-ordination meas- 
ures proposed by Joseph B. Eastman, Federal Trans- 
portation Co-ordinator, passed the Senate this week. 

It gives the Interstate Commerce Commission the 
same ‘regulatory powers over interstate highway 
transport that it now has over interstate railway 
transport, and comes after nine years of effort. It is 
the beginning of a movement which will in time 
put all commercial transport across state lines upon 
an equal footing and remove the disadvantages at 
which the regulated railroads have found themselves 
in competition with the unregulated trucks and 
busses. 

The importance of this to the railroads could not 
be exaggerated. It means in truth that the most 
essential of all forms of transport is to be preserved. 
Mr. Eastman is far from believing that highway 
transport will not continue to grow, but he deter- 
mined that it shall be bent to the same regulation 
to which the railroads are bent. As the matter 
stands, truck and bus lines spread all over the coun- 
try. They are regulated to some degree in all the 
states, but there is no Federal regulation of a trans- 
portation system which has grown to stupendous pro- 
portions. Kansas, which levies taxes upon highway 
carriers passing through the State, has found that 
even household goods are moved by truck from one 
coast to the other. 

The Wheeler bill, which has just passed the Sen- 
ate, requires operators of trucks and busses to ac- 
quire authority to do business from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The commission has -con- 
trolled, since 1887, the rates and practices of rail- 
roads, express companies, pipe lines and steamship 
lines controlled by railroads. It is now extending its 
regulatory powers over highway transport. 

All motor carriers operating over specified inter- 
state routes must acquire certificates of necessity 
Contract carriers operating by spe- 


Persons not connected with 
any motor carrier, but who sell transportation ser- 
vices, must be licensed. Rates will be regulated, with 
authority to suspend new schedules pending public 
hearings. 

As more of the Eastman proposals are adopted by 
Congress, the new transportation system of the 
United States will take form. Delay in perfecting 
it has worked appalling hardships upon the railroads. 
The nation can only believe that time is an indis- 
pensable element in the rationalization of such a

The record-breaking flight of the flying boat Pio-

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CRIMINAL CASES AND ALIBIS. 

Representative Maxey, who is in charge of the code 
reform bills in the lower house of the Missouri As- 
sembly, thinks there may be a chance for three of 
these bills in the House. The Senate is another 
story, usually a sad one. 

While the matter drags, it is interesting to learn 
from the Journal of the American Judicature So- 
ciety that reform with respect to alibi defenses is 
making headway. It says: 

A respondent who has a valid alibi should 
stand in no fear of prosecution. If he doubts 
his ability to prove an honest alibi, he should 
have the assistance of the state and should seek 
it. There is no reason why he should long defer 
his claim of alibi. 

In Ohio, three days’ notice of this defense is re- 
quired; in Michigan, four days’ notice. It is said 
that alibi defenses have become rare in both of 
these states. 

Beginning Jan. 1, 1935, Wisconsin benefits 
from a rule which requires the pleading of an 
alibi defense in all courts of record on the day of 
arraignment. 

New Jersey has an alibi defense law, and one has 
just been passed by the New York Legislature. Is 
Missouri going to stand back while other states ren- 
der this service to society?

attributed definitely to the failure of 

business men to change their basic atti- 
tude toward business when basic economic 
change had made it necessary, I do not 
think, however, when all the facts are in, 
that business has made sucha deplorable 
failure in this as many seem to think. 

It is true that we went to bat and fanned. 
It is true that we burdened ourselves with 
innumerable and all-uncalled-for agreemenis 
governing details of business competition, 
for the purpose of stabilizing prices instead 
of stabilizing prosperity. 

It is true that, instead of increasing the 
buying power of the masses by lowering 
prices and paying wages as high as we cou'd 
pay, we formulated codes in many instances 
which actually raised prices and robbed our- 
selves of the market which we had to have 
if recovery were to come, and then we hag- 
gled with labor in the hope that, if wages 
must be raised, they would not at most be 
raised enough to enable us to sell enough 
of our goods to keep workers employed and 
thus make our business profitable. 

On the face of it, I admit, it looks rather 
stupid. But I plead extenuating circum- 
stances. For that was tne way we had all 
learned to do business; and this new event 
—this Machine Age of enormous production 
—which made it not only unnecessary but 
impossible to do business in that way any 
longer, Was a social event, and we business 
men had had almost no experience in ana- 
lyzing social forces. 

You gentlemen know how we were. If 
we asked you to pass a tariff law, for in- 
stance, did we do it because we had stud- 
ied tariffs and had worked out any compre- 
hensive economic theory? You know we 
didn’t. We came down here to Washing- 
ton, one after another, and we all demanded 
a high tariff; but what each of us really de- 
manded was a high tariff on the particular 
gadget we happened to be manufacturing. 

I am not blaming anybody for this. That 
was business—in the old days before we got 
out of the age of scarcity.

Admitting, gentlemen, that we bungled our 
chance when you presented us with the 
NRA, I want to ask you candidly if the 
American business mind, in spite of all the 
formal pronouncements of the chambers of 
commerce and manufacturers’ associations, 
has not made really remarkable progress to- 
ward recognizing the need of introducing 
order and planning into our economic af- 
fairs? 

Are there not thousands today, where 
formerly we could hardly point to one, who 
are thinking in terms of the social char- 
acter of production and distribution? And 
haven't you faith, if you give us ancther 
chance, that we may yet work out a pro- 
gram which will apply to the age of abun- 
dance in which, if business is to prosper 
and the masses are to be employed, the 
abundance must be passed around” 

Because we bungled our chance, it is now 
proposed not to give us another chance. 

The NRA, I admit, cannot be fully suc- 
cessful until the mind of business has be- 
come sufficiently aware of the new problem, 
so that it will concentrate upon the neces- 
sary central task of increasing the buying 
power of the masses. 

No matter how successful certain individ- 


ual businesses may 
obvious that we can't 
dustrial machine as a whole unless the 
masses can buy its products—that is, we 
can't run it on any business system. The 
Government might conceivably take it over 
and operate it in some lifeless bureaucratic 
way. 

Or we might install some dictatorship of 
labor, called Communism, or a dictatorship 
of privilege, known as Fascism, under whicna 
the masses might get a living instead of ex- 
periencing an abundant life.

We cannot operate this American machine 
at its present and rapidly increasing capacity 
unless the masses can buy on a scale which 
was never before heard of, and the masses 
cannot buy on any such scale unless wages 
are removed from competition, and organ- 
ized business and organized labor co-oper- 
ate on the task of seeing how high those 
wages can be made. That means that 
there must be codes, with teeth in them. It 
means that chiselers and economic traitors 
must be brought to book. 

And I am compelled to agree with 
President, who, from the start. instead 
attempting to administer our econcmic af- 
fairs, merely opened the door by which busi- 
ness, with the co-operation of labor, could 
set up its own controls. 

All I urge is that you leave that door open. 
Then, if business fails, it will not be your 
responsibility.

It was an act, 
rather, a charter under which business. if 
it. grasped its opportunity, could attend to 
its own recovery, and we could have com- 
plete recovery before this coming fall if 
business in general were to begin concerted 
action under that charter now.

tal Medicine, has anounced that ne 
has developed a method of wash- ' 
ing the blood that he expects may 
work cures in certain cases of 
poisoning in which present treat-' 
ment is inadequate. Dr. Chepov is | 
one of the Soviet’s outstandinz | 
physicians,, being a collaborator cf | 
the late Prof. I. P. Mickhailovski, | 
famous blood specialist. 

Dr. Chepov reported that his , 
“blood-cleaning method,” is particu- 
larly useful in cases of morphine 
pcisoning. When an overdose of | 
“morphine has been taken, a large | 
percentage of the drug continues 10 | 
circulate through the blood stream | 
for some time. By “washing” the 
blood much of the morphine can! 
_be removed. Prof. Chepcov_ cited. 
cases of animals to which fatal 
doses had been administered re-| 
covered successfully. 

Description of Method. | 

In describing the “laundering” | 
method, Dr. Chepov said: 

A certain quantity of blood 's 
drawn off, freed of the agents 2f | 
disease and returned, cleansed, to | 
the organism. The blood is taken | 
from an artery and passed into, 
a vessel containing a special solu- | 
tion whence it is re-introduced in-| 
to the organism. Then the process | 
‘is stopped and a fresh solution ts | 
placed in the vessel after which a 
second cleansing is made. In order | 
‘to prevent coagulation the blocd is | 
'treated before the beginning of the | 
|operation with special stabilizers, | 
creating artificial haemophilia (a. 
condition in which the blood does | 
nof congeal.) 

Experiments with “washing” the | 
blood of animals have been carried 
on since 1925 and the process is now 
advanced to such a point that it |

| Previously the principal ditfficul- | 
ity was in the use of anti-coagula- |

CHURCH RELICS SHOWN 


These Include Sponge, Table 
and Pillar Identified With 


Life of Jesus. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 18.—The most high- 
ly prized relics of the Roman Cath- 
olic church—part of a sponge, said 
to be the one filled with vinegar 
which was raised to Jesus as He 
died on the cross; a table believed 
to be the one used at the Last 
Supper; two skulls, by tradition 
those of St. Peter and St. Paul; 
and a part of a pillar, accepted as 
the one against which Jesus was 
scourged—were placed on display 
at St. John Lateran for Holy Thurs- 
day today. They were viewed by 
thousands of the devout, including 
hundreds of pilgrims from all parts 
of the world. 

“Gloria in Excelsis” was sung in 
all of the 400 churches and basili- 
cas, and the bells of Rome, led 
off by the throaty boom of the big- 
gest bell in St. Peter’s, rang in the 
day. 

Suddenly the singing and _ the 
bells ceased. At that moment the 
‘faithful began to mourn the death 
of Jesus. Only mourning chants 
will be permitted in places of wor- 
‘ship until Saturday noon.

GERMAN-AMERICAN LEADER, 
HENRY WEISMANN, DIES 


Although Born Abroad, He Sup- 
ported U. S. Actively During 
World War. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 18.—Henry 
Weismann, a German-American 
leader during the World War, died 
at his home in St. James, L. IL, 
Tuesday. He was 70 years old. 

As president of the New York 
German-American Alliance he was 
the center of bitter controversies 
at the start of the war. After the 
United States entered the war he 
announced his devotion to this 
country, made Liberty loan appeals 
and urged all German-Americans to 
support the United States. 

Born in Germany, he settled in 
San Francisco when he came to the 
United States, working as a baker. 
For a time he was a member of the 
Socialist Labor party. 

During the ’80’s, while he was a 
member of the Anti-Coolie League, 
he was jailed for six months on a 
charge of possessing explosives. 


Years later he said he was proud

CITY DECLARES WAR ON D 


IPHTHERIA 
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38 CHILDREN DIED OF DIPTHERIA

T. LOUIS has more cases of 
S diphtheria per capita than any 

Other large city in the United 
States. Chicago, four times as large 
as St. Louis, had one-third as many 
cases as we had in 1934. In Chi- 
cago 90 per cent of all children un- 
der 18 months old have heen im- 
munized hy toxoid or toxin anti- 
toxin injections. 

During 1934-there were 961 cases 
of diphtheria in St. Louis and 38 
deaths while Baltimore, a citv with 
approximately the same population 
as St. Louis, had only 108 cases and 
seven deaths. In 1930 Baltimore had 


522 cases and 20 deaths. Since then 


Baltimore has conducted annual 
diphtheria 


with the result, as the figures show, 


prevention campaigns 


that great strides have been made 


toward eradicating the disease in 


that community. San Francisco in 
1923 had 1708 casee of diphtheria and 
148 deaths. After a 10-year immuni- 
zation campaign the number of 
cases dropped in 1933 to 43 cases 
and deaths to seven, 

Four years ago St. Louis stood at 
the top of the list in morbidity or 
incidence of tne disease ana second 


. 


from the top in mortality. St. Louis 
still stands in disgrace at the top of 
the list. St. Louis in 1930 had 960 
cases and in 1934, 961 cases. St. 
Louis has stood still, doing nothing 
fundamental about it while 13 oth- 
er cities conducting prevention cam- 
paigns show advances comparable 
to the figures quoted on Chicag 
Baltimore and San Francisco to- 
ward controlling this definitely pre- 
ventable disease. 

That diptheria is preventable and 
can be stamped out of a community 
is shown bv the fact that Svracuse, 
a city of 21/,000 through intensive 
effort has reduced its diphtheria rec- 
ord to three cases in 1934 and no 
deaths in two years. 

For the first time, right now 
and in a big way, St. Louis is at- 
tacking its diphtheria problem. We 
are in the midst of a diphtheria 
prevention campaign. The Health 
Commissioner, the Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare and the Mavor, after 
studvine the facts, have set aside 
this month of April for an active 
educational campaign for the pu 
pose of informing parents and all 
others charged with the care of 
children that it is possible to pro- 
tect them from diphtheria and for 
the purpose of urging them the’ im- 
munization of all children’ with 
toxoid, which is an improved toxin 
anti-toxin, both immunizing agents 

The whole community, public and 
private social and educational or- 
ganizations, teachers, doctors, med- 
ical and religious organizations, in- 
dustrial and insurance companies 
and every sort of advertising me- 
dium, have been enlisted in this 
drive upon a fell disease. Seven 
hundred doctors are co-operating, 
offering toxoid shots at the re- 
duced rate of $1 each or free of 
charge where the applicant is un-

A survey 
conducted by C. W. A. workers:in 
1933 revealed that 86.5 per cent of 
the population of St. Louis is vac- 
cinated against smallpox, which ex- 
plains why in the same year there 
were only two cases and no deaths 
from smallpox.
